More Railmen

Chicago, May 12 — (.T) — More 


thousands 
of 
railroad 
workers 


joined the ranks of the idle today 
— laid off by the deadlocked fire- 
men's strike against 
four 
major 


carriers. 


Workers in many other key in- 


dustries also were getting 
layoff 


notices and others were threatened 
with forced idleness. The 
three- 


day-old strike by 18,000 firemen ap- 
peared to have made Idle nearly 
500,000 workers already, including 
some 150,000 rail employes.

U. S. Communist 
Leader Ordered 
to Jail at Once 


Washington, May 12 — (fP) —Com- 


munist Leader Eugene Dennis to- 
day was ordered to jail immedi- 
ately for contempt of congress in 
1947. 


Federal Judge David A. Pine di- 


rected that Dennis, secretary gen- 
eral of the American Communist 
party, start at once to serve a one- 
year prison sentenc. 


Dennis had asked the court 
to 


delay the commitment until June 
22. On that date the Court of Ap- 
peals in New York is scheduled to 
hear an appeal by Dennis and 10 
other Communists 
convicted 
on 


conspiring to advocate 
the .over- 


throw of the government. 


In 1947, Dennis was 
convicted 


by a federal court here on charge 
of contempt growing out of his re- 
fusal to testify before the 
house 


un-American activities committee. 


Dennis appealed the conviction.

You can't 
beat the horses, gii'ls, but there

bookies. And if. you can beat the 
bookies — you can brcait up cr- 
ganizcd illegal gambling. 


A suburban housewife here has 


shown the way to do it. Under tho 
law you can sue to recover money 
paid to settle gambling debts. And 
that's just what Mrs. K^nunh 
S. 


Kartigancr did. She sued 
H. 
J. 


Bender for $11,195 she claimed her 
husband lost to him in horse race 
bets three years ago. And a gne- 
tlemanly jury of eleven men and 
one woman return a verdict in her 
favor. 


Although Bender insisted he him- 


self was no bookmaker but a busi- 
nessman, the decision disclosed a 
fascinating 
way in 
which deter- 


mined ladies might put tl!2 knuckle 
on men who, beyond cavil,

and he comes in ahead, each of the 
100 galls collects $1,000 — enoug! 
for a cur coat. And the bookie has 


make some money. 


It beats radio giveaway shows 


all hollow, because no sponsor can 
dish out prizes equal to the mil- 
lions hidden by wealthy bookies in 
their safe deposit boses. 


If American wives cooperated in 


this you-can't-lose-from 
-winning- 


venture, 
most 
bookies

months would be 
back pitching 


pennies against each other for a 
living. 


The only Haw I can see in tho 


whole scheme is that women, af- 
ter all, arc human beings, too — in 
their way. When they start play- 
ing the horses they act just like 
lien. They brag about their win- 
nings and hide their losses.

jeforc long they'd be secretly bet- 
ing against each other, and

vould be the bookies' wives who'd 
so buying the fur coats. 


Gambling is like any other dis-

Russian New 
Boss of Pole 
Government 


Warsaw, Poland, May 12 — (R>)— 


Marshal 
Konstantin Rokossovsky, 


former Soviet army commander 
now in charge of Poland's 
mili- 


tary forces, has been named to the 
Polish Communisty party politburo 
—this country's most powerful po- 
litical body. 


Announcement of Rokossovsky's 


elevation last night followed 
fore- 


casts of a shakeup in Communist 
party leadership. The unconfirmed 
reports circulating here r a n g e d 
from rumors of sharp criticism of 
prominent party memtrcrs to wild 
stories of purges in the offing. 


The former Red army chieftain, 


n addition to boosing P o 1 a n d 's 
army, is a member o£ the state 
council (inner cabinet). His 
new 


appointment would appear to give 
him an even louder voice in Polish 
government. 


Some diplomatic observers pre- 


dicted further changes in the pres- 
ent composition of the Polish gov- 
ernment would be announced short- 
ly.

Washington recently said the Rus- 
sians were planning a new purge 
of Poland's army and the Polish 
Communist party.)

Washington, May 11 — (JP) — If 


you were a pro-historic man, liv- 
ing alone, you'd have absolute free- 
dom, except freedom from fear. 


There'd be 
no 
laws 
since 


there'd be no tribe or society 
to 


make laws. You could steal any 
stranger's food or kill him. 


You'd be free to do it, without 


fear of punishment. Unfortunately 
for you, any stranger l i k e w ise 
would be free to do the same to 
you. 


So never for one moment of your 


life would you be free of the fear 
of what some stranger might do 
to you. This would be pretty shaky 
living. 


When people began to live 
in 


tribes, they saw this and drew up 
rules and laws to make life longer 
and more livable. 


These rules and laws were simply 


an agreement, or social contract, 
by a lot of people who wanted to 
live together without fear of dam- 
age. 


Then, for instance, they'd make 


a law against murder. After that, 
everyone knew if he violated the 
law he'd be punished. 


This was intended to make life 


safer for everyone. But — the peo- 
ple who agreed to this agreed to 
give up a certain freedom— free- 
dom to kill. 


In return, though, they got a new 


freedom — freedom from fear of 
being killed.

Suit Against 
A&P Baseless 
Says Judge 


The Great Atlantic & 
Pacific 


Tea Co. today revealed for 
the 


first time that, contrary to 
the 


•claims of the anti-trust lawyers, a 
pany at Danville, 111., in the com- 
pany at Danville, 11., in the words 
of the presiding judge, could not 
be the basis for the current suit 
to destroy the A & P . 


In a nationwide newspaper 
ad- 


vertisement, A & P disclosed that 
Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley, 
who presided over the 1946 Dan- 
ville case, said shortly thereafter 
in a letter explaining his decision: 


"I have not condemned the A& 


P system. I have not made a find- 
ing which could, be the basis for 
a suit of dissolution." 


The letter contradicted the 
re- 


peated claims of the anti-trust law- 
yers that the same Danville de- 
cision is the basis of their present 
suit in federal court 
at 
New 


York to compel A&P to dispose 
of its seven retail store divisions 
and its manufacturing plants, and 
to dissolve the Atlantic 
Commis- 


sion Company, its fresh fruit and 
vegetable buying subsidiary. 


"So now," 
the 
advertisement 


said, "we have the anti-trust law- 
yers saying that their suit to dis- 
soleve A&P is based on Judge 
Lindley's decision while 
Judge 


Lindley himself says his decision 
could not the basis 
for 
a suit 


of dissolution." 


A&P explained 
that 
in 
the 


Danville case it was the dual role 
played by the Atlantic Commission 
company in buying produce 
for 


A & P and selling produce to the 
trade for growers that Judge Lind- 
ley objected to and which he said 
was the real basis of his decision. 


Since then, the food chain dis- 


closed, ACCO has 
discontinued 


this dual role even though it has 
been licensed for many years by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture to act as both a buyer and a 
seller of produce. The ad 
said 


ACCO now buys produce only for 
A & P . 


"In other words, we stopped do- 


ing the thing which Judge Lind- 
ley said put us in violation of 
the Sherman Act," the ad stated. 


"What, then, is the real reason 


why the anti-trust lawyers want 
to destroy this company, 
which 


for 9 years has pioneered the 
methods of distribution which have 
given the American people more 
good food for their money?" 


Today's advertisement 
reviewed 


in detail the Danville case 
and 


the charges against the company. 
Previous ads in the series dis- 
cussed other times when the anti- 
trust lawyers made serious 
and 


damaging charges aginst A & P 
which federal courts decided were 
not true.
